A short white ago I found a copy 
Of your magazine, NIGHTMARE 
#19, on the magazine rack. I 
had never seen It — or any of 
your other magazines — before. 
They do not carry them at home, 
but they do in a drugstore not 
far from campus. So, being a 
connoisseur ol things macabre 
and grotesque I leafed through 
it lo see what it had to offer. 
One article look me aback — 
"The Vault", volume five ol the 
"Shoggoth Chronicles." Amaz- 
ing! 

And the Master, the "young man 
from Providence" was even 
mentioned In the head note. 
along with his brain-child, the 
mad Arab, and I hat moat ab- 
horred of esoteric volumes, THE 
NECRONOMICON! I purchased 
the magazine, of course, to 
peruse at my leisure. 

It was, indeed, quite a find for 
me. I fancy myself quite a fan 
and scholar of H. P. Lovecraft, 
and have been since I first 
picked up THE DUNWICH HOR- 
ROR AND OTHERS my fresh- 
man year in high school. Since 
then I have given a number of 
lectures on Lovecraft and the 
Cthulhu mythos (mostly to high 
school students, one at a Junior 
college) and have taught a 
week-long unit on his works, 
using "The Ounwich Horror" 
and LaVey's Cthulhuoid "Sat- 
anic Rituals" as the text, in co- 
operation with a Supernatural 
In Literature English class. 

This Is, however, not a brag but 
a praise. Because, although I 
have an extensive collection of 
Lovecraftiana I have noticed an 
Interesting lack of same in the 
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big, black and white horror 
magazines. Marvel adapted 
some of the works In their 
comic mags, and one story in 
one of the Warren publications 
used Hastur and Cthulhu, but 
In the whole this rich Held has 
been vastly ignored. I salute 

However {there is always one 
of them, isn't there,) one thing 
bothered me. Shoggoth s, as ex- 
pressed in Lovecraft's works, 
vary greatly from those of your 
publication. "The Mountain of 
Madness" is, I think, the main 
mention of them, as one part 
of your story hinted. Turning to 
that novel, (Arkham house edi- 
tion, 1964) we find the follow- 
ing descriptions of Shoggothi: 



". . . multicellular protoplas- 
mic masses capable of mold- 
ing their tissues into all sort 
of temporary organs under 
hypnotic influence . . ." (p. 

. . ." (same page) "... fetid 
. . . mountain of s lime-spew- 
ing protoplasm . . ." (p. 92) 
and finally ". . . Formless 
protoplasm able to mock 
and glutinations of bubbling 
cells — rubbery fifteen-loot 
sphereoids infinitely plastic 
and ductile — slaves of sug- 
gestion . . ." (p. 39) 

Now, It Is clear that these amor- 
phous servants of the Old Ones 
are quite different from those 

Shoggolhs of your publication. 
Still, many points were gratlfing 



to a Ian of E'ch P-iel. as he 
has been called. The mention 
of the NECRONOMICON, for 
one thing. Though I think Just 
about everything has been men- 
tioned as being in that tome 
(Alhazred wasn't killed by the 
Great Old Ones, he died of Ex- 
haustion trying to write tho 
thing). The Shoggoths are given 
special mention; in fact, that 
Alhazred dared not refer to them 
except as the dreams of people 
who had chewed certain Alka- 
line herbs. Also the city (al- 
though it looked less like Cyclo- 
pean Basalt and more like Mexi- 
can Adobe )was great, the 
mention of the Mountains of 
Madness, and of course the 
TEKELI'LI!

Therefore, on balance my en 
joyment was great, and my argu- 
ment sparked more by thai 
•(range, nlt-pl eking instinct ol 
teachers and librarians (though 
I am neither, I hope to be the 
former.) I can appreciate your 
necessity, also: it would, indeed, 
be difficult to Illustrate an entire 
series featuring what Brian Lum- 
ley said was ". . . iridescent, 
blackly shining column ot what 
looked like tar embedded with 
fragments ol broked, multicolor- 
ed glass . . ." (THE BORROW- 
ERS BENEATH, p. 119). Practi- 
cal considerations alone demand 
thai the Thing have a shape. 



And the shape taken was not a 
bad one. May I be presumptuous 
enough — I found it strangely 
reminiscent ot another figure 
in HPL, the ghoul. I refer 
especially to the compatriots 
and — finally — peers of 
Richard Upton Pick man. In the 
story "PICKMAN'S MODEL" 
(THE DUNWHICH HORROR 
AND OTHERS, Arkham House, 
1963) they are described as: 



25) ". . . squalling on the 
chest at sleepers . . ." and 
". . . Baying aboul a hanged 



In THE DREAM QUEST OF UN- 
KNOWN KADATH Pickman be- 
comes a Ghoul himself, and the 
scenes of the Shoggoths squat- 
ting among the tombstones was 
very reminiscent ot a similar 
scene in KADATH. Ot course, 
there is no suggestion of any 
eating, just burying, in your 
story! and, too, S h o g g o t h 
sounds better than Ghoul, hav- 
ing the advantage of more 
novelty and a lack of human 
associations, and connections 
with those merely insane- 




person presentation as fact, etc. 
(Unless, it really IS . . .) Trie 
idea of using the editor and 
artist even better, an interesting 
twist on the curious and boring 
little fellows who usually in- 
troduce stories In other maga- 
zines, but this time real people, 
part of the story. (Impertinent 
aside: If you two really look 
like that, you are two dudes 
I would not mind meeting!)
